It has been said of Mm that he was the unfortu¬ 
nate tool of the unscrupulous Napoleon ; but it 
ought not to be forgotten that Maxuniliaii was too 
intelligent to be a blind tool; and we are to pay 
regard to the f^t that he suffered himseK to be 
tempted by appeals to personal ambition ; that it 
was a personal motive, of a low kind, wMch took 
him from Miramar to Mexico, and once there, led 
him to commit gra.ve and atrocious crimes against 
humanity and liberty, in order to secure to himself 
the throne and power he coveted. 

Maximilian, by a decree signed with his own 
name, ordered the enslavement of toe whole 
laboring population of Mexico; they and their 
women and cMldren were to be endaved, to become 
serfs and bondmen to toe capitalists of the oorm- 
try and to foreigners who chose to buy them. It 
was probably this heinous crime against toe pM- 
sonal liberty of several millions of men, women and 
children, and of unborn generations, wMch caused 
his downfall, by uniting against Mm aU classes of 
Mexicans, except the desperate castaways and 
political adventurers, who were Ms favorites and 
advisers.
